ike encourage more careful hunting 
and for trophy deer instead of 
smaller whitetails, Maine this season in- 
augurated The Biggest Bucks in Maine 
Club. Bucks weighing 200 pounds or 
more live weight will be certified by 
wardens on request and hunters bagging 
such trophies will be eligible for the 
club. A certificate of membership and a 
shoulder patch will be awarded to those 
who qualify. 


ANyBopy seen a chestnut tree? An all- 
out search for possible ‘survivors of the 
disastrous blight that swept through 
the East’s chestnut stands is under way, 
headed by Dr. Arthur H. Graves of 
Connecticut, the Wildlife Management 
Institute reports. Once one of the most 
important timber trees and sources of 
wildlife food, the chestnut was re- 
duced within two decades to a puny, 
sterile, disease-ridden shrub. Sprouts up 
to one inch in diameter still are com- 
mon, surviving on the. roots of their 
dead ancestors. As soon as this size is 
reached or before, blisters begin to ap- 
pear on the bark and the sprouts soon 
die. As long as this process continues, 
however, the chestnut lives and while 
life persists there is hope that a blight 
resistant tree may be found. Anyone 
finding an American chestnut tree over 
four inches in diameter at chest height 
is urged to send a leafy twig for identi- 
fication to Thomas J. Page, agricultural 
director, Radio Station WNBC, Radio 
City, New York. The horse chestnut, 
beech and chinquapin sometimes are 
confused with the American chestnut 
and cooperators should be reasonably 
sure of their identification before sub- 
mitting samples. 


Deer have been steadily expanding 
their range in northern Ontario during 
the past half-century and in most places 
they are more numerous than they were 
30 years ago. Formerly there were few 
deer in the Algoma and Thunder Bay 
Districts which now afford excellent 
hunting. More and more deer are also 
reported in the watershed of the Albany 
River.

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REAIEER CAE ies now in ef- 
in California’s Modoc National For- 
st will reserve one-half of the range 
eed for the interstate deer herd. The 
lan is the result of a survey started 
in 1945 by the U.S. Forest Service, the 
Oregon Game Commission and the Cali- 
fornia Fish and Game Commission. In- 
vestigators found a shortage of deer 
food in some sections. Deer from the 
Fremont National Forest in Oregon 
spend the winter in the Modoc area, 
competing at times with livestock for 
food. Both eat bitterbrush which is 
found in the area. As a result of the 
investigation, Forest Service officials 
agreed to reserve half the annual bitter- 
brush feed for deer while the two State 
game departments will prevent deer 
population increases from injuring the 


range by over-cropping. The Forest 


Service will reduce the number of graz- 
ing permits or will shift livestock from 
areas where they are too numerous on 
the winter range. When deer begin to 
take more than their share of forage, 
the California Commission will declare 
special hunting seasons to reduce the 
population.

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A dozen voices chorused “Guilty!” and off came the tail of my shirt 


F I coutp have those two days to 
live over again, I'd handle things a bit 
differently. I wanted revenge, but when 
I got it the taste of it.clabbered in my 
mouth. It’s positively the last time I'll 
lay aside my principles of sportsman- 
ship to settle a grudge. 


It all started the morning we leaned 


over the corner of a table in the ranger 
shanty and watched Buck Caldwell 
trace out a road that climbed the ridge 
away from the lake and ended in a 
jumble of high coves. 

“The biggest deer I’ve ever seen,” 
he said, “are up in there. But it’s a 
brutal country to hunt. About all you 
can do is sit on your fanny and hope 
onell walk up to you. With this cold 
weather, theyll be still moving around 
when day cracks. You've got a chance, 
and a good one.” 

“Isn't there a low gap in here some 
place?” I asked, putting my finger on 
the map. 
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Caldwell nodded. 

“It’s a natural crossing place between 
the Blue Ridge and the high tops 
around the head of Moccasin Creek,” 
he said. “The coves on the south side 
are full of acorns. The bucks have 
pawed up the ground so bad in there, 
it looks like a drag harrow had run 
wild.” 

I glanced across the map at Jim Bell. 
I had met him the evening before at 
LaPrade’s Camp, the gathering place of 
the deer hunting clan. We found our- 
selves the odd gunners in a party which 
had already split up into twos and 
threes and selected what they con- 
sidered the choice spots in that angular 
country sloping up from the headwaters 
of Lake Burton. 

I preferred to hunt alone, rather than 
with someone I did not know, and I told 
the ranger so. 

“That's okay,” he said, “but two can 
cover that country much better. The 


deer either follow the ridge trail through 
there, or the one by the creek, One man 
can’t cover both trails at once.” 

So Jim and I teamed up. I had a 
spasm of misgiving when he admitted 
he'd never shot a deer, but shrugged it 
off when I saw how his gray eyes 
lighted up at the prospect. 

“How’s your blood pressure?” I asked. 

“Boiling,” he admitted. 

The ranger grinned and craned his 
neck at the thermometer hung in the 
window casing outside the glass. “It 
won't boil long,” he said, “with that red 
line stuck on twenty degrees.” 

As we thumped over the frozen 
woods road next morning, I tried to 
recall little details I had learned about 
that country the summer before when 
I crossed through it in search of brook 
trout water. I had not forgotten how 
rough it was. Years ago a logging com- 
pany had slashed it out, taking every 
stick of timber that would make a four- 
by-four. Into the wake of the ax had 
swarmed the second growth, shooting 
up hickories, poplars and scrubby oaks 
to furnish leaf browse in the summer 
months and acorns in the fall and win- 
ter. Laurel and rhododendron grew 
thick on the ridges, making natural sites 
where the deer could bed down in the 
middle of.the day. Lots of big bucks in 
that country—that’s for sure. 

Jim pulled his car off the road and 
turned out the lights. The pre-dawn 
blackness swallowed us and I sat for a 
moment, absorbing the comfort of the 
car heater. 

“If I remember my topography,” I 
said, “a little creek flows out of that 
cove. We can follow it up about a mile 
to an open glade that lies between the 
cove and ridge top. Deer crossing the 
gap will either come down the creek 
or along the ridge. Which stand do you 
want?” 

“One stand,” Jim said, “is as good as 
another. Deer don’t travel by maps. 
Give me the ridge.” 

I slid off the front seat into the frozen 
night. Here we were almost two thou- 
sand feet higher in elevation than the 
ranger shanty on the lake. The wind 
flooding through the gap was cold 
enough to quick-freeze the tallow of a 
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bear. It had glazed the ground with ice 
and twisted the brown leaves into giant 
corn flakes. We crunched across the 
road into a thicket of scrub pines and 
circled to locate the abandoned logging 
trail that climbed the hollow. Moving 
quietly was unnecessary, as well as im- 
possible. The roar of wind on the ridge 
snatched away all other sounds. We 
felt our way along the logging road for 
twenty minutes, skirted a laurel thicket 
‘and climbed through a mass’ of rotting 
‘logs. The woods before us opened into 
the cove. 

“There’s the ridge top,” I whispered, 

pointing. “Get on the downwind side. 
Don’t shoot towards me.” 
“Keep your antlers: down,” he cau- 
tioned. 

I clumped across the clearing and 
made a nest of frozen leaves against the 
broad base of a poplar. By now, I 
noticed, the light was creeping into the 
trees.

I can’t tell you here how a good hound 
is made. First of all, he must be of good 
blood, with generations of coon hunting 
behind him.

—ready to take to the hills and the farm- 
lands, to the woods and the valleys, 
across streams, Over fences, through 
bramble-covered ditches in quest of the 
tricky’ trail left by that black-masked 
prowler, that marauder of the night, that 
sporty ring-tailed fellow—the raccoon. 

Suppose you do succeed in wangling 
an invitation to the hunt. Your friend 
will probably tell you: “Be at my home at 
seven o'clock.” You will wear hip boots, 
for the hunt may take you across creeks — 
and swamps. If the night promises to be 
cold, you will wear wool, and over the 
wool, canyas jacket and breeches to 
keep the briars out of your skin, Carry 
a lantern or a three-cell flashlight with 
a set of new batteries.

Most dog 
owners prefer to shoot their own coons, 
so only one gun is necessary. ;

N CHOOSING a cartridge for big game 
shooting, it is wise to select one 
that has a reasonable margin of 

power. That is, one that can deliver 
a little more energy than is usually 
required to make clean kills on the 
kind of game to be hunted. There 
may come an occasion when a few 
hundred foot pounds of extra energy 
will save a trophy, prevent unneces- 
sary suffering for the stricken animal 
and much wearisome toil on the part 
of the hunter. It is never: possible to 
say of any cartridge that it is exactly 
right for this or that kind of game 
under all conditions and no veteran 
hunter would attempt to do so. 

I have seen a good many heavy 
specimens of American bison, the sur- 
plus of Government herds; killed-stone 
dead one after another with one bul- 
let each from a .30-40 Krag carbine, 
but they were being driven along a 
chute in a corral and shot in the head 


Remington shotshells, each with its shot and powder charge, 
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at a distance of 10 feet. An uninformed 
person might conclude that the .30-40 
cartridge was the best in the world 
for bison, but an experienced hunter, 
knowing that a buffalo held helpless 
in a narrow chute does not present 
precisely the same problem as a buf- 
falo free and unhampered on the open 
range, would probably choose a .375 
Holland and Holland for his buffalo 
hunting, although he might wisely pre- 
fer the .30-40 for mule deer for ex- 
ample. A moderate amount of extra 
killing energy is always desirable, but 
too much of it is a disadvantage, for 
it must be paid for in excess weight of 
equipment and in increased ‘recoil and 
often in badly mutilated game. 

The rule of excess- power does not 
apply to the shotgun cartridge, how- 
ever, although two or three million 
American gunners seem. to think that 
it does and insist upon paying premium 
prices for the heaviest loads they can 


lay their hands on even for rabbit ¢ 
dove shooting. They suffer from th 
power complex, and they do suffer, fc 
a charge of 1% to 1% ounces of sh« 
and the equivalent of 3% to 4 dran 
of powder when fired from a gun < 
8 pounds or less can in a long day 
shooting become as pleasurable as thre 
bare knuckle rounds with Joe Loui 
old and decrepit as he is. 

American loading companies mak 
the most powerful shotgun cartridgs 
in the world which can be classified ¢ 
standard loads. Similar cartridges ea 
be had in England, where they ai 
correctly classified as “wildfowl cai 
tridges” and generally loaded on speci 
order. . 
Our American magnum shotshells, 
least those of 16, 12 and 10 gauge, a1 
also designed for wildfowl shootir 
primarily, but for one reason or anothe 
a great many of them are loaded int 
short-chambered guns or guns too ligl 


before these new cartridges were avail- 
able the gunners were showing increas- 
ing interest in the lighter, handier hard 
shooting 16’s, 20’s, and 28’s. It is to be 
expected that as the greater efficiency 
of the modern shotshell is proved at 
the traps and in the field the 12 bore 
will be supplanted by the 16 gauge 
gun for general shooting and in time 
the 16 will give way to the 20 if by 
then wing shooting has not become a 
lost art of interest only to certain anti- 
quarians engaged in the writings of 
monographs on the customs and amuse- 
ments of the pre-atomic tribes. 


Stevens Model 820 


HERE Is reason to believe that Amer- 

ican manufacturers of sporting arms 
are no better pleased with the price 
tags put on their products than are 
the purchasers or would-be purchasers, 
and that they would gladly go back 
to pre-war prices if they could do so 
and keep out of the bankruptcy courts. 
The price of a gun or a cartridge is 
determined by the cost of the materials, 
plus the cost of manufacture, plus a 
reasonable but not excessive profit. The 
manufacturer cannot afford to risk 
his reputation by using poor materials 
and he must earn a profit. The only 
means by which he can hope to reduce 
prices is by reducing the manufactur- 
ing costs. 

Some of our manufacturers are doing 
that and with good results. 

The new Stevens slide action repeat- 
ing shotgun now being made by the 
Savage Arms Corporation is a fine ex- 
ample of what can be accomplished 
in this way. The model 820 Stevens 
will go on the market at $53.90 which 
makes it, as far as I can determine, 
the lowest priced 12 gauge repeating 
shotgun on the market at this time. 
The materials used are, with one ex- 
ception, of the same high quality as 
those which go into. the Stevens 620 
Model which sells at about $66.00 in 
the standard grade. The only discernible 
difference as to materials is in the 
stock. The stock and forearm of the 
820 are made of Tenite instead of 
walnut as in the 620 Model. Tenite 
is a material which appears to be grow- 
ing in popularity for gun and rifle 
stocks. My own experience with it has 
been too limited to enable me to form 
an opinion as to how it compares with 
wood, It is said to be durable and 
it is good looking. Its: use probably 
reduces manufacturing costs. 

The new Stevens is made only in 12 
gauge with 28 inch barrel bored im- 
proved cylinder, modified or full choke. 
The magazine holds 5 shells with a 8- 
shot plug furnished without extra 
charge. 

The action «is of the solid frame type 
and this is one point where production 
cost was reduced by eliminating the

The stock is checkered and the full 
pistol grip is neatly capped.

It is well finished throughout and is 
a handsome, fine shooting, fast handling 
repeater. It is all good reliable gun 
but without embellishment or the ex- 
pensive extras nor is there a choice of 
gauges of from 20 to 12 which are 
available in the higher priced repeaters 
including the 620 Stevens. 

It is difficult to write about a low 
priced gun without conveying the im- 
pression that it is inferior in some way 
to more costly weapons. It is still true, 
however, that a gun like any other tool 
should be valued according to the serv- 
ice it gives and not its price. By this 
standard the new Stevens needs no 
apologist and its makers are to be com- 
mended for their efforts to provide a 
thoroughly sound shotgun at a price 
that doesn’t represent extravagance to 
members of that great majority of 
Americans commonly and often con- 
temptuously referred to as “those in 
the middle and lower income groups.”

Scope Sights in Bad Weathe 


M™ riflemen who have had little o 
no experience with a hunting ’scop 
have picked up the notion that the ’scop 
is useless in rain, snow or fog unless _ 
special kind of lens is used. Actually n 
lens, however treated, can prevent th 
accumulation of moisture or dust fron 
forming on the exposed surface. Bu 
"scopes are made which prevent moistur 
from getting into the tube where it ca 
make real trouble by fogging up the in 
ner surfaces of the lenses whenever th 
outside temperature changes. Dust o 
water on the outer surface of the objec 
tive lens or the eye-piece can be easil 
and quickly removed by wiping the sur 
face very gently with a clean soft clot 
or tissue paper, but the task of gettin 
moisture out of the fube is one not to bi 
undertaken by a novice. Internal fog 
ging does not often occur in modert 
‘scopes of good manufacture. 

For the past 20 years the writer ha 
used ’scope sights almost exclusively fo 
hunting and field shooting on wet, day 
and dry. If during that time I ever hat 
difficulty occasioned by weather it wa 
not serious enough to register in m' 
memory.

A wild bellowing now rolls Gut ‘across 
the fields, The dogs are clustered around 


‘the tree, leaping against the trunk as 
if to climb it if they could. When you 


finally arrive at the tree, flashlights come 
into play to pick out the beady eyes of 
the black-masked animal in the crotch. 
Sometimes the coon will turn his head 
and only the ringed tail will be hanging 
down. It takes careful shooting then. 

Pencilled beams of light play upon the 
target as the hunter strains for the 
sights. Finally, he finds exactly where he 
wants to shoot. A .22 rifle cracks. Some- 
times it may take two or three shots to 
bring down the coon. Whatever it is, 
down he comes and the dogs rush in to 
finish the job. _ 

Such is the ideal coon hunt. But the 
ideal is seldom reached. I recall one 
night we left home at seven o’clock. We 
planned to return home before midnight. 
But the trail we struck was left by a wise 
old coon. He knew the tricks of the trade. 
He walked the top of a fence. He swam 
down a river and left no trail. He cir- 
cled back and trailed the dogs. He ran 
all night and into the wee sma’ hours 


when gray dawn streaked the eastern . 


sky. Even then he did not climb a tree. 
He found a den underground and gave 
us the laugh. Tired and _briar-torn, 
hunters and hounds limped home. 

One night we followed the-screaming 
hounds through the oak woods, corn 
shocks, across a stream, through black 
alder, through brambles, over a barbed 
wire fence, and caught up to them in a 
wide field next to a farm house. It was 
a different sort of music we got from 
the hounds that night—a mixture of fear 
with a note of wild exultation that told 
us a fight was brewing. We hurried to 
the spot. ‘

Sree holding the doos at Soaks wa 
not a coon at all, but a black, long 
haired pussy with a white ; stripe dow 
its back. That was the night we cam 
home “skunked”—literally and redolent 
ly “skunked!” 

And then there was the night aR. 
the ground was so dry that every lea 
seemed like a big, crunchy corn flake, 
noisy telltale of the hunters’ coming. W 
said to each other, “This is no night fe 
coon hunting. If we get a single track 
we'll be lucky.” Yet we put down th 
hounds at the edge of a cornfield an 
away they went. They circled the corr 
raced along the ditch back to the nea1 
est woods. Before we had time to cros 
the first barbed wire fence, one dog wa 
yammering his tree-bark. When we wer 
half way across the cornfield, anothe 
dog joined the chorus, and there the 
were, two dogs screaming for us t 
“Come — come — come — we've got hir 
treed—he’s up there!” 

We hurried as quickly as we coulc 
When we arrived, we found the dog 
dancing about The tree in a frenzy. 4 
single shot dropped one coon. W 
thought the fun was over, but one do 
kept barking up. Again we played th 
flashlights up the trunk, followed eac 
little crotch, looked for beady eyes i 
the pencilled light. Finally, we foun 
them, way up at the top of the tree. W 
dropped the coon and added him to th 
bag. That gave us two coons within te 
minutes of starting time on a night wits 
we expected nothing at all. 

That’s coon hunting. Some nights a 
get nothing; others you get more tha 
you bargain for. But whatever happen: 
there is excitement and fun, hard wor 
and fatigue, loss of sleep—and you'll lov 


every minute of it.

((0-OPERATION 


By LEE WULFF, FISHING EDITOR 


a ES guide-sportsman relationship is 
one of the major factors in deter- 
mining the success or failure of 
many a vacation. As thé operator of 
an Atlantic salmon fishing camp in a 
remote section of Newfoundland, I am 
acutely aware of its importance as well 
as the difficulty of approaching perfec- 
tion in that department. It is a camp 
rule that each fisherman must have a 
guide since salmon are different from 
other fish, choosing unusual resting 
places and requiring a special knowl- 
edge that few anglers can hope to 
attain. 

It is natural for any angler to want 
the best guide available. Many ask 
for a foreman or one of the head 
guides, assuming that these are the men 
who can get them the greatest number 
of fish. Occasionally this reasoning is 
sound but not as a general rule. The 
key men are picked as the best for the 
jobs they undertake, but being in charge 
of a party or a camp takes more than 
fishing or guiding ability. The top men 
must be responsible for the comfort 
and safety of their charges and these 
qualities are more important than par- 
ticular brilliance as a fisherman or a 
fishing guide. 

The best guide from the visitor’s 
point of view may be the one who is 
least dependable but who loves to fish 
and will have no other worries on his 
mind. He’s the kind of fellow who, 
if left in charge of a party, would 
suddenly find himself out of grub or 


of certain necessary items because of ' 


poor. planning but who knows 
where each salmon in the river is 
lying. 
Barring unusual circumstances an 
angler is wise to accept the guide 
chosen for him and make the best of 
it, whatever the outcome. The visiting 
fisherman who takes a look at his guide 
or spends an hour with him and then 
screams for another one is rarely fur- 
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Your guide can make or mar 


thering his own cause. Guides are 


human and generally equal in courtesy 
and consideration to the sportsmen 
they'll guide. They'll usually work their 
hearts out for an angler who appreciates 
their efforts but they can turn bitter 
and resentful when their dignity or 
ability is questioned. It is plain good 
sense to try to get on with your guide. 
Camp operators choose the best men 
available. They vary much- more in 
disposition than in the necessary abili- 
ties. 

When someone insists on a switch 
the new guide knows that the sports-

There are guides who can _ be 
“bought” with tips or presents but they 
aren't the best ones. Guides are men 
of independence, able to work hon- 
estly and give their special favors where 
they feel they are most deserved. They 
may not have cars and automatic hot 
and cold running water or the many 
conveniences usually associated with 
urban living but they have a com- 
fortable and healthy life and- will 
finally face their Maker with just as 
much pride and satisfaction as the fish- 
ermen they have aided on the rivers. 


Some spertsmen become experts too 
quickly. They listen to their guides only 
until they catch a few fish. Then they 
decide they know the ropes and take 
over. The guide will usually let them 


‘have their way, putting the boat where 


the angler tells them to, even if it be 
right on top of the fish instead of in 
a good fishing position. They will let 
him pass his fly below a “taking” fish 
instead of just ahead of him as they 
did when their advice was being taken. 
Guides can be wrong and often are 
but the chances are any angler can 
learn more about fishing on the local 
waters from the. guides than he can 
hope to teach them. A little patience 
and a sincere effort to draw your guide 
out to his best ability should prodice 


Ideal Smallmouth Water 


HE smallmouth bass is a fish to 
dream about but dream water for 
a still fisherman is not likely to be the 
choice for a bait caster’s reverie. The

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PLASTIC HULLS 


By ELON JESSUP, BOATING EDITOR 


T.. U. S. Navy’s reports are not, 


as a rule, of intimate concern to 


civilian small boat owners. Their find- 


ings and opinions on molded glass fibre 
hulls, however, are of interest to all of 
us. More than a year ago we reviewed 
developments in the building of boats 
by this new plastic process, The marked 
reader interest aroused by the subject 
at that time prompts us to bring the 
developments up to date, particularly 
with reference to the Navy’s experi- 
ments. 

Till recently, molded glass fibre 
production has been confined to boats 
of 15 feet and less in length, it being 
generally considered that this special 
process would prove impractical for 
anything larger. This theory the Navy 
has now disproved. They have turned 
out a smart appearing 28-foot personnel 
craft capable of making 20 knots with 
18 or 20 men aboard. Materials used 


consisted of two barrels of resin and 


twelve rolls of glass fibre mat.

Of course, you and I are not likely 
to become owners of a Navy personnel 
boat. But since the smaller outboards, 
rowboats and sailboats currently avail- 
able in civilian markets are built of the 
same materials, the first official opinions 
released on the virtues or otherwise of 
resin and glass fibre hulls become worth 
looking into. 

How the Navy boat is built—molded 
would be more correct—makes a pretty 
good story. Contracts were awarded to 
Winner Manufacturing Co, of Trenton, 
N.J. and Marco Chemicals of Sewarren, 
N.J. to develop three plastic hulls each. 
The first two have been completed, in 
one of which twin Chrysler Crown en- 
gines were installed and the boat has 
been given preliminary trials by the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard. The photo 
shows a smart pleasure craft of the day 
cruiser type. 

The process of molding this big plas- 
tic craft into hull form has been likened

Here is some exciting news for 


by one observer to the way one forms 
and bakes the crust of a pie. The mold 
—female—is a huge piece of welded 
sheet aluminum, one-half inch thick, 
backed by a heavy steel framework 
structure on the outside to resist mold- 
ing pressure. This mold would be com- 
parable to the pie pan. Layers of resin 
and glass fibre to be spread over its 
inside surface would be comparable to 
the unbaked dough. 

But naturally, a pie pan needs first: 
of all to be greased. The equivalent of 
greasing the mold consists of a pre- 
liminary spraying of the entire inner 
surface with a separating liquid to 
permit the finished hull to be lifted free 
without sticking. Meantime, following 
the “greasing” the first coat of resin i 
sprayed on. After this, sections of glass 
fibre mat cut to pattern, are laid on top 
of the resin. Then in turn comes an- 
other spraying with resin. The proces 
of alternating resin and glass fibre m 
continues till the previously planned

ss of the hull is built up. This 
ill vary. Near the keel, the finished 
hickness is one-half inch, tapering off 
%-inch slightly above the waterline 
md thinning to %-inch at the rails and 
leck. A skeleton framework of oak is 
hereupon fitted in to provide engine 
md seat supports, followed by a final 
praying of resin. 

It is now time for the pie to be 
yaked. A huge rubber bladder is. ar- 
anged inside the mold and then a lid 
veighing 11% tons is lowered to cover 
he top of the mold. By means of a 
onning-tower air lock, workmen de- 
cend into the mold to smooth out 
vrinkles in the bladder, thus keeping 
he plastic pressed against the mold. 
\fter they emerge, pressure inside is 
aised to 30 pounds per square inch 
md the temperature to 250 degrees. 
}everal hours of this baking are admin- 
stered, whereupon the lid and bladder 
re removed. 

And now a complete hull measuring 
18 feet 9 inches overall, carrying a 
yeam of 10 feet 8 inches, a hull depth 
f 6 feet and weighing about 2,600 
ounds is lifted clear of the mold. All 
hat remains is to fit her with engines, 
‘abin and equipment. 

Let’s see -what the Navy’s Bureau of 
ships thinks about her. They are obvi- 
yusly pleased and encouraged, so much 
0 in fact that contracts for even larger 
jlastic boats have recently — been 
wwarded—five experimental 36-foot 
jlastic LCVP’s. Two of the awards have 
yone to The Anchorage, Warren, R. I. 
yf Dyer Dink fame, the others to Marco 
Shemicals. 


NE of the advantages pointed out 


by the Navy is that any hull form, - 


10 matter how complex, can be made by 
his plastic method. Unlike wood, 
louble curves in design present no 
sroblems, nor do round bottoms. How- 
ver, expense of manufacturing the 
uminum’ mold is high and a sufficient 
yumber of boats must be built from a 
fiven mold to warrant the cost. On 
he supposition that real production 
‘an be achieved, the possibilities of 
his plastic boat production sound a 
ittle startling. 

It is estimated that approximately a 
0 per cent saving in hull construction 
ime or a 45 per cent reduction on the 
completely fitted-out boat becomes fea- 
ible. Further, about 90 per cent of the 
abor required can be unskilled. Build- 
ng of a comparable hull of wood, it is 
sstimated, takes six skilled workmen at 
east 60 hours. They say the construc- 
ion motto of the boat just described 
vas “six unskilled men, six hours, one 
oat.” 

The remarkable strength of the ma- 
erial is featured. It is said to have three 
imes the strength of wood in stress 
ind_ anywhere from three to twelve 
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times the strength in shear, depending 
upon the direction of the wood’s grain. 
Water absorption properties stand at 
0.17 as opposed to 48 per cent for 
wood, 

The report goes on to point out the 
practical elimination of hull mainte- 
nance costs, since the hull is monolithic 
with no seams to caulk, no fastenings 


to loosen and no repainting needed. | 
During the original process of molding, | 


the resins are pigmented with color, 
sprayed on to become a permanent part 
of the hull. Cleanings such as you'd ad- 
minister to the bath tub at home take 
care of the rest. Further, the material is 
not affected by fungae, bacteria, teredo 
and termites. 


jee constitutes the gist of the Navy 
report. Obviously, it makes a strong 
case. Can it be that the day of wood- 
planked and plywood small boats are 
numbered? I doubt it. One thought oc- 
curs. A glass fibre small boat won the 
Colorado River outboard Marathon last 
fall, a bouncing it takes a strong hull 
to stand. But I also recall that a ply- 
wood small boat won the Hudson River 
outboard Marathon this last June, also 
under excessive strain. 

Perhaps we shan’t have ‘the final evi- 
dence in hand for another 20 or 30 
years. I have known plenty of wood- 
planked boats that old which are still 
as sound as the day they were built. 
Will glass fibre boats match this record 
over the long run? Possibly so, but no- 
body definitely knows. 

Meanwhile, the future of this new 
hull material looks auspiciously bright. 
For example, in our earlier article we 
described two glass fibre boats featured 
by Beetle of New Bedford, Mass., a 
12-foot sailboat and 9-foot dinghy. 
Since then, this firm’s glass fibre fleet 
has been expanded to include four addi- 
tional models, a 124-foot outboard boat, 
a 12%-foot utility for either outboard or 
rowing, a 15-foot outboard utility run- 
about and a 20-foot inboard runabout. 

Two plastic boat producers on the 
Pacific Coast, omitted in our previous 
article, ought to be mentioned. One is 
Wizard Boats Inc., Costa Mesa, Calif., 
featuring small open boats from 8 to 
14 feet long. Another is the Triangle 
Boat Co., Long Beach, Calif. In this 
case, glass fibre cloth instead of mats 
is used—a great many thicknesses of 
the cloth impregnated with resin 
which, they claim, gives added flexi- 
bility.

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THE MYSTERY 
OF SCENT 


- By HENRY P. DAVIS, 


4 be dullest canine nose is extremely 
sensitive when compared to that of man, 
Of course there are wide differences in 
the scenting ability of various breeds, 
but all of them are far superior to man 
in the sense of smell. 

There are very definite reasons for 
this. In man the nerve cells responsible 
for olfactory sensations are confined in a 
relatively small bit of mucous mem- 
brane located in the upper regions of 
the nasal cavity. When man breathes 
quietly and gently he does not smell 
much for the air around this membrane 
is fairly stationary. In addition, the tur- 
binal bones of our noses act as a series 
of baflles which reduce and deflect the 
flow of air over the critical nerve cells, 
according to Dr. Frank A. Beach of 
Yale University. The dog, however, has 
a different construction’ in his nose. 
These turbinal bones allow the flow of 
air to pass directly over the nerves of 
smell. While the dog has a much larger 
area of olfactory mucous membrane 
bearing many more smell receptors, his 
smelling ability is further enhanced by 
this direct flow of air.

Some speculations on the scent cone 


ciers of pointing dogs, spaniels or re- 
trievers, the “scent cone” comes in for 
a good share of discussion. It is gener- 
ally accepted among sportsmen that it 
is through the “scent cone” that the 
high headed pointing dog or retriever 
finds his game. According to Dr. 
Beach, three things are necessary for a 
“scent cone” to form. First there must 
be a source from which a generous sup- 
ply of gaseous particles (the scent 
carriers) emanate. This gas must be as 
light or lighter than air. A fairly strong 
and steady breeze must be blowing. 
Under these favorable circumstances, 
which are not at all uncommon, the 
“scent cone” is formed. 

The distribution of these gaseous par- 
ticles is such that they are more con- 
centrated near the source of supply, or 
game bird, and tend to disperse propor- 
tionately in ratio to distance away from 
the bird. This dispersion takes on the 
form of a cone, the bottom or widest 
part being that farthest away from the 
source of supply and in the direction 
the wind is blowing.

ette County Quail Conservation Club 
of Alabama has acquired rights to 8000 
acres of land for a bird sanctuary, and 
next fall or winter the club will stage 
field trials in the area. Many of the 
club’s 100 members are planting par- 
tridge peas and lespedeza for game 
food borders as part of a well-organized 
wildlife restoration program. 

Maryland is the only state that has 
been able to raise quail throughout 
almost the entire year. They have done 
this at the G@wynnbrook State Game 
Farm, thus enabling the Game and 
Inland Fish Commission almost to treble 
its production of quail at one game 
farm. The department raises about 
12,000 bobwhites every year, all for 
restocking purposes, and has enlisted 
the cooperation of sportsmen’s clubs, 
4-H clubs and public utilities in plant- 
ing food and cover for the birds. 

Individual sportsmen hold the key 
to a successful restocking plan for quail 
as well as other species of game. As 
an example, the Oklahoma Game and 
Fish Department could not hope to 
keep its quail production up to 70,000 
birds a year without aid from the gun- 
ner. And the record of the Pottawa- 
tomie County Sportsmen’s Club in 
planting 5000 shrubs will mean better 
sport not only for its members but for 
the other sportsmen throughout the 
state as well.
